I. R. Gill, a tenant who was ill and ale 
able to leave his bed, called loudly to-his 
parents, who are each over 76 years old, 
in an effort to arouse them, but re¢eived no 
answer. Realizing their infirmities, Gill 
with difficulty groped his way to their bed- 
room 


Opening the door, he grasped each of his 
parents around the waist, and half dragged 
and half carried them through the smoke to 
a hallway. Policeman Harry Baird then 
relieved Gill of his burden, but as the sick 
man reached the outside he collapsed. The 
family was cared for by neighbors. 


Firemam Rescued by Comrades. 
Lieut. Seebeck of truck 16 led a party of 
firemen into the basement. In a moment 
the light of his lantern was lost to the 
sight of his companions. Firemen John 
Kelly and August Martin hastened forward 
and found the lleutenant overcome with 
smoke and unconscious. He was taken to 
the outside and revived. 

Randall Knight, the 11 year old son of 8. 
Knight, 6202 Madison avenue; discovered 
the fire and turned in the alarm. He was 
just leaving the apartment where his 
parents ive when he saw the smoke. 


Two Explosions in Building. 
When the fire department arrived the 
flames had spread from the basement through 
the walls and partitions to the top of the 
building. Shortly after the fire was discov- 
ered there was an explosion of gas that shook 
the entire building. 

Fifteen minutes later there was another 
explosion in the partitions in the apartments 
of G. F. Culmer, and the second alarm that 
had been sent in was followed by a third call | 
for more engines.

Report of Badenoch Committee.

and retail dealers were also invited before 


the committee, and while not responding so 
generally, still were represented by a num- 
ber from each branch of the trade, who gave 
the committee much valuable information. 

Quite a number of coal miners and deal- 
ers who did not attend the meeting for va- 
rious reasons have written to the chairman 


giving their statements and offering to ap- 


pear at any time an appointment might be 
made. | 

The committee also conferred with Attor- 
ney General Hamlin and will have further 


conferences with him on his return to the

' “ We have found by conferri 
trouble which we are fighting is — eon ae 
ty of coal but the outrageous prices asked 
for it,” said an officer of the association 
after the meeting. “ Our members all say 
they can get enough fuel to run their plants, 
in Mmited quantities, but the bills for it are 
so extortionate that they will wi out all 
profit, and manufacturers are bating 
whether they will close up shop. 
“The worst off in this respect ate the 
_ brewers. All of them belong to the associa- 
| tion, and they are entirely in the hands of 
the dealers. They resent being robbed and 
they are seriously considering the plan of 


deteating the coal men by suspending oper- 


ations for a time. They insist they are not 
making any money and might as well be Idle. 
Contracts with coal men do not seem 
to be worth the paper they are written on. 
The dealers plead exemption on account 
of the strike clause, when they have had no 
strikes, and the trouble in the anthracite 
field cannot have any effect on their busi- 
ness. Every dealer who is wise protects 
himself by a contract with the coal opera- 
' tor, and we know positively that they have 
been able to get the coal shipped. We think 
we know where it goes to. 
| “During the last week near! every 
manufacturer has been — thee. 
coal merchant he never heard of before, and 
most of us know all the big coal firms. These 
new fellows, who, as far as we know, were 
never in business before and have no con-

Dealers Fail to Keep Contracts. 

After the meeting Thomas A. Hall gave 
out the following statement of conditions: 

“The Building Managers’ asséciation rep- 
resents over 130 buildings in the downtown 
district, principally large office buildings 
At the meeting today they compared their 
experiences in the receipt of coal, and found 
that some coal dealers, who have failed to 
deliver according to their contracts. 
with members of the association, 
have been selling coal of a remarkably simi- 
lar character to other members of the asso- 
ciation at fancy prices. Certain other coal 
firms have deliveted cod! exactly as their 
contracts called for, although scant in 
amount. 

“ The building managers agree that if the 
coal dealers as a class do not make deliveries 
of coal hereafter better than they have been 
doing lately and better than they threaten 
to do it soon will be necessary to curtail the 
service in a considerable nignber of large 
downtown buildings or close them alto- 
gether.”’ 

It is agreed that a heavy storm or a spell 
of extreme cold weather would cut off sup- 
plies. The switching facilities. of the rail- 
roads would be temporarily crippied, and 
coal could not be obtained for any price. 
Tenants would then be confronted with cold 
offices and long climbs to the upper stories. 


* Worse Off than Factories. 

“We are really worse off than the manu- 
facturers,”” said Manager Walker of the 
Manhattan building. “‘ Most of them have 
some storage facilities, but there is hardly 
an office building in Chicago that can get 
along without daily deliveries. Our base- 
ments are so occupied that most of us have 
room for only a week’s supply. The dealers 
have kept our deliveries down to such a 
point that we have used that up long ago, 
and a few hours would clean us out. Do 
what we will, we cannot get anything ahead, 


a bad plight. I understand the coal men 
have agreed to serve the hotels and office 
buildings first of all, but if Chicago should 
be tied up with a snow storm what good

Mr. Deneen Ready to Act. 


“If the city’ council. or [Illinois Manu- 
facturers’ association, or any one else brings 
to my office proof that the coal dealers have 
entered into a conspiracy to put up the price 4 
of coal I will give the matter the fullest in- 
vestigation, and if the proof is ample I will | 
see that it gets before a grand jury.“ said 
State’s Attorney Deneen. It seems to me 
that if the facts alleged can be proved it can 
be taken up under the conspiracy act, as con- 
spiracy to restrain trade. Conspiracy is as 
broad in its scope as disorderly conduct. 
The law is in chapter 38 of the Illinois fe 
statutes.” 

Law on Conspiracy. 

The law referred to, section 200 of pter 
88, reads in part as follows: * 

“If any corporation organized under the 
laws of this or any other state or country 
for transacting or conducting any kind of 
business in this state, or any partnership, or 
individual, or other association of persons 
whoever shall create, enter into, or me 
a member of or a party to any pool, trust, 
agreement, combination, confederation, or 
understanding with any other corporation, 
partnership, individual, or any other person 
or association of persons to regulate or fix 
the price of any article of merchandise or 
commodity, or shall enter into or become a 
member of or party to any pool, agreement, 
contract, combination, or federation to fix 
or Hmit the amount or quantity of any article, 
commodity, or merchandise to be manu- 
factured, mined, produced, or seld in this 
state, such corporation, partnership, or in- 
dividual or othe? association of persons shall 
be deemed and adjudged gulity of a con- 
spiracy to defraud, and be subject to indict- 
ment and punishment as provided in this

constitution, which states that congress may 
make laws to provide for the general wel- 
fare.

H 
sald: — 

Our life saving service is sustained upon 
the theory that it is inaidofcommerce.

No one would deny that the general 
welfare of this nation would have been pro- 
tected if during the five months the mines

I do not say that that would have settled 


the difference between capital and labor. 
The bill is not intended to cure all our na- 
tional difficulties, but the welfare of the peo- 
ple would have been provided for. 

“ Laying aside the question as to the pro- 
priety of policy, I call attention to the fol- 
lowing: 

“ First—The right of eminent domain is a 
natural attribute of sovereignty, and there-

„ Second—Therefore the government of the 
United States has power to condemn prop- 
erty for public use, provided it does so within 
the limitations of the constitution; that is,

Must Not Shirk a Duty. 
Quotations from rulings in the past where 
courts interfered to provide for the public 
welfare were quoted at length by Senator 


Mason, who continued: 


Today. in the midst of a coal famine 
that amounts to a public disaster, with the 
public schools in some parts of our count 
closed, with the health and comfort, aye, 
the life of the people endangered, are we 
to sit here and timidly shirk the responsi- 
bility that lies at our door? :

Lincoln Park Commissioners Obtain

CLEVELAND GRAND JURY on-

Judge Iustructs for Action Against 
Dealers if Violgtion of Anti-Trust 
Law Is Found—City Will Be Re- 
Hieved to Some Extent by Natural 
Gas—Detroit Goes Inte Fuel Busi- 
ness and will Supply Wants of Res- 
idents at Cost. : 


Cleveland, O., Jan. 5.—[{Special.]—Judge 
Neff, at the opening of the January term of 
the Common Pleas court today, instructed 
the grand jury to inquire into the alleged 
combination of retail coal dealers with a view 
to ascertaining if the Ohio anti-trust law is 
being violated. The judge read the section 
of the law which makes such a combination 
illegal, and he told the jurors they must act 
if they found that the law was being vio- 
lated. 

The dealers do not deny that they have a 
price agreement. From time to time circu- 
lar letters are issued fixing the prices to be 
charged for coal, and under the bylaws of 
the association any dealer who cuts the 
price is liable to a fine. Practically all the 
dealers belong to the association. They make 
light of the attenipt to prosecute them, and 
show no inclination to cut the price of coal. 

Natural gas will be in use in many houses 
within two weeks. The gas, which is brought 
from the West Virginia fields, was turned 
into the mains a few days ago. The high 
price of coal has made the people anxious to 
get the new fuel, and the gas company can- 
not keep up with the orders for connections 
with the mains. A proposition will also be 
submitted to the city council looking to the 
purchase by the city of coal to be sold to 
the people at cost. * 

Detroit, Dealer in Coal. 

Detroit, Mich., Jan. 5.—The city of Detroit 
is going into the coal business and will sup- 
ply the people with coal at cost prices. Some 
time ago the council appropriated $50,000 
for the purchase of coal to be sold by the 
municipality, and Mayor Maybury approved 
the resolution today. Advertisements will 
be printed this afternoon calling for bids on 
anthracite, stove, and chestnut coal, smoke- 
less soft coal, and the ordinary soft coal, in 
lots up to 10,000 tons.. The bids will be 
opened in five days, the local tenders will be 
accepted for immediate delivery, and the 
city’s municipal coal yard will begin doing

Supply of Fuel After Striking Em- 
ployes Agree to Settle Their Trouble. 


Lincoln park’s menagerie is no longer 
menaced by the coal famine. Arbitration 
came to the aid of the animals yesterday, 
when the striking teamsters agreed to seck 
a peaceful adjustment of their troubles with 
the park commissioners. An understanding 
was reached shortly after 8 o'clock, and 
within half an hour ten wagon loads of coal 
had been delivered in the park, the pickets | 
having been ordered not to interfere with the 
teamsters. 

The strikers will all return to work this 
morning, except John Meyer, who was dis- 
charged for incompetency and upon whose 
account the strike was called.

When the strike was called off 
afternoon there were not more than fifty 
tons of coal stored in the park building, a 
supply that would have been exhausted by 
this morning. Dead trees had been cut down 
for fuel by park laborers, but these would 
have lasted only a short time, and it was 
feared that animal houses and conservatory 
would be deprived of heat entirely.

RECLAIMS BODY OF HUSBAND 
AT UNIVERSITY OF CHICAGO. 


Mrs. Daniel McInconey Traces Corpse 


from County Hospital to Dissecting

policeman, rescued the body of her husband 
yesterday from the dissecting room of the 
department of anatomy of the University of 
Chicago, where it had lain unclaimed for 
days. 

Mr. McInconey died two weeks ago in the 
county hospital, and there being no one to 
claim the body it was given to Rush medical 
college. From there it was transferred to 
the University of Chicago as an unclaimed 
body and according to the provisions of the 
laws governing hospitals. 

Du the morning Mrs. McInconey called 
‘upon f. Llewellyn Barker and asked if 
the body of her husband was in his charge. 
Unable to answer the question Prof. Barker 
led Mrs. McInconey to the storage room of 
the department of anatomy, where she iden- 
tified the body of her husband without diffi- 
culty and claimed the right to take it away. 

Poverty had prevented Mrs. McInconey 
from taking the body of her husband away 
from the county hospital within the twenty- 
four hours prescribed by the regulations of 
the institution. When she secured enough 
money to meet the expense of a funeral she 
went to the hospital only to learn that her 
husband’s body had been given to Rush med- 
ical college. Inquiry at the college revealed 
the fact that the body had been removed to 
the University of Chicago, with whith the 
college is affiliated. . 

_ Mrs. McInconey had no complaints to make 

to Prof. Barker. She explained the circum-, 
stances which had prevented her from claim- 

ing the body at the time of death and was 

grateful to find that the remains had not been 

mutilated in the slightest degree.

Don Praxedes Mateo Sagasta, the dead 
liberal leader of Spain, half a century led a 
life of infinite ups and downs, full of ez- 
citement, movement, and danger, of reverses 
and political triumphs. A shifting man, un- 
reliable and uncertain, he had time and 
again risen to power, fighting now for mon- 
archy, again for those seeking its overthrow, 
at one time forced to fieé his native land, an 
‘exile, and again the closest counseler of the 
ruler. Among all the diplomats of Hurope 
perhaps Sagasta was the most glaring fg- 
ure for fifty years. His life reads as @ ro-

Sagdsta was born at Torrecilla de Comeros, 


‘| July 21, 1827: He was educated at the school 


of Engineers at Légrono, afterwards at

Rebel When 18 Years Old. 

As a lad of 18, at school in his home town, 
with schaplboy companions, he was in open 
rebellion against the Nervaez.

Schooled in fighting at an early age, and 
already reckoned a fearless and cunning 
man, Sagasta had yet to learn the tricks 
of politics and diplomacy. His first active 
work in politics was in 1854, when he was 
elected as a delegate to the constitutional 
convention from Zamora, and soon became 
leader in reality, thou not in name, of 
the party headed by the duke de la Torre 
and Gen. Prim. He was in most of the in- 
trigues and plots against the ill-starred 
queen, the second Isabella. In 1866 he led 
the plotters who, twa years later, succeed- 
ed in driving Isabella II. from the throne, 

Second Time an Exile. 

Events made t safe for him to return toe 
Spain and secure from punishment Sagasta, 
plotting all the time, was editor of the organ 
of the liberal party, La Iberia, and was pro- 
fessor in the school of engineers at Madrid. 
Again he incurred the suspicion of the gov- 
ernment and was again forced to flee to Eng- 
land. 

In 1868, when Topete and the fleet with 
most of the army had been won over, Ba- 
gasta and Zorilla, with Gen. Prim in livery 
as their servant, departed London on the 
steamer Delta and led the insurrection 
which resulted in the exile of Isabella. 

In January, 1870, Sagasta was named min- 
ister of state and proclaimed Barcelona and 


of siege. When; in November, 1870, Pringe 
Amedee of Italy was eletted king, Saguata 
came out flat in favor of monarchf, and was, 
as d reward, made minister of war. 

During 1878 Sagasta gave cause to Ameri- 
cans for hatred. It was his direct act whiéh 
resulted in the massacre of nearly a hundred 
American soldiers. The act of Capt. Burrill, 
who in one day shot eight Americans and 
four days later shot Gen. Ryan, Capt. Fry, 
and fifty-eight men, was directly attribut- 
able to Sagasta. : 

Sagasta retired from publie life after the 
coup which restored the monarchy, Dut 
could not long remain. In June, 1876, Dy 
another sudden somersault of convictiogs, 
he joined himself with the fortunes of Iga- 
bella's son, Alfonso XIL, and made an at- 
tempt to form a liberal constitutional party 
in the interests of the monarchy. From that 
for six years Sagasta was shuttiecocking 
about the administration first in high office, 
then tn bitter opposition, but never inactive, 
In 1881 he again was raised to the bead et 
the counctl ot pain. 

Becomes a Democrat. 

Again, in 1888, Sagasta’s_character seemed 
to undergo a change, Attired in but slightly 
restricted power, he became strikingly dem- 
oeratic and swept from office all those whe 
were opposed to or not useful to him. Short- 
ly afterwards his opponents gained the . 
cendency again, and again Sagasta was 
temporarily pushed to the background, but 
in January, 1890, he again was put in charge 
of the ministry. 

Seeing inevitable trouble ahead if Spanish 
oppression of Cuba and other provinces con- 
tinued, Sagasta sought home rule for Cuba 
and forced a law through the cortes giving 
Cubans comparative freedom, The law was 
never put in operation because of the state 
of insurrection existing in the island. 

Autonomy in Cuba having failed. Sagasta 
retired gracefully and his opponent, Cano- 
vas, was called to the charge of the ministry. 


During Spanish-American War. 

In the turbulent times while the Spanish- 
American war was brooding, Canovas was 
assassinated, and for a short time a tempe- 
rary cabinet held sway, but again Sagasta 
was called. 

He was in power during the Spanish- 
American war and did much to save the 
Bpanish throne from utter ruin. 

Sagasta held the reigns of power most of 
the time from the close of the Spenish- 
American war down to the time of his death.

TAX ON BOUNTY SUGAR UPHELD. 


United States Supreme Court Decides 
Age inst Importer in Case of the 
Russian Product. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 5.—In an opinion 
handed down by Justice Brown today, the 
United States Supreme court decided in the 
Downs case that the money paid by the Rus- 
sian government on sugar exported is a 
bounty and that the collector of customs at 
Baltimore was justified in levying a counter- 
vailing duty on Russian sugar under the 
terms of the Dingley law. 

The Downs case came to the Supreme court 
on a writ of certiorari brought to test rulings 
of the lower court and of the board of general 
appraisers holding a cargo imported into 
Baltimore from Russia to be subject to a 
countervailing duty leviable upon merchan- 
dise upon which a bounty is paid upon expor- 
tation. The opinion today affirmed these rul- 
ings. 
Justice Brown said the case involved only 
the one question as to whether under the 
laws and regulations of Russia a bounty is 
allowed upon the export of sugar which sub- 
jects such sugar upon its importation into 
the United States to an additional duty equal 
to the entire amount of such bounty under 
the act of July 24, 1897."" He said that under 
Russia’s method of protecting and fostering 
her sugar industry sugar may be exported 
under a permit from the excise office upon the 
return of a free sugar certificate with the 
custom house export mark, the excise then 
crediting the exported quantity of sugar to 
the free surplus of the mill which is subject 
to the double tax. :

President Roosevelt, in closing the post- 
office at Indianola, has suspended the law 
for the deliberate purpose of offending and 
insulting the white people of the south and 
incidentally to pander to the negro vote of 
the northern pivotal states.

The lynching 
law says that the sheriff shall not be eligible 
either for reslection or reappointment, but 
Dudley was reslected sheriff prior to the 
lynching and his bondsmen have signed his 
new bond, which will be filed tomorrow.

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MAYOR REVOKES LICENSES 
or FOUR HYDE PARK SALOONS, 


Beer Gardens Lose Permits and Prohi- 
bition District Is Cleared of Such 
Places—Campaign for Hight Years.

Mayor Harrison has ordered the revoca - 
tion of the licenses of the Edelweiss,“ 
Griesbach's, Walischlag’s, and Goedecke's 
saloons, in the block north of Washington 
park, near Cottage Grove avenue and Fifty- 
first street. The Hyde Park Protective as- 
sociation has been fighting these places and 
the mayor followed the recent decisions of 
Judges Baker and Tuthill that sufficient 
frontage consent was not represented in the 
petitions for the licenses. | 

In discussing Mayor Harrſson's action, Ar- 
thur Burrage Farwell, secretary of the Hyde 
Park Protective association, said - 

“The revoking of the licenses of these 
four saloons removes every n from the 
local option district from Cott Grove ave- 
nue to Calumet avenue, and from Fiftieth 
street to Fifty-first street. The contest 
against the roadho beer gardens, and 
loons has been goi on in that district for 
eight years, and now is a good time for peo- 
ple to make the district practically prohibi- 
tion. 

There are two large interests which 
would favor this—those interested in keep- 
ing the park surroundings free from such 
places, and the St. Francis Xavier's acad- 
emy, which occupie#? a whole block north of 
the district. 

There also has been some interest taken 
to make Fifty-first street a part of the bou- 
levard system from Drexel boulevard to 
Grand boulevard. In 1899 about 8&5 per 
cent of the property owners in the district 
favored making the district practically a pro- 
hibition district.“

THE SHORTER DINNER REFORM. 
Senators Hale and rrows are not the 
pioneers in the agitation for the shorter 
dinner reform, though if they and other 
senators, and; of course, the senators’ wives, 
adopt the one hour in the place of the thre 
hour dinner, their influence will go far in 
promoting the reform. The movement has 
already begun in several eastern cities and 
is beginning to meet with favorable ac- 
ceptance in quarters which set the fashions, 
There is little doubt the era of the shorter 
dinner is at hand. There are many reasons 
for it. People have not so much time to 
spend on dinners as they used to have. The 
demands of business, of society, and of en- 
tertainment are too imperative to warrant 
the old fashioned three hour dinner. There 
is too much to be done to permit people 
to sit at table from 7 to 10 or from until 
11 o'clock. people in fashionable 
society, who do not think of going to a funt- 
tion before 10 and sometimes 11 o’cleck, 
would not be incényenienced by a three hour 
dinner, but ditzners are not given for the 
delectation of young people, 
notoriously unaceomplished diners. 
Again, if the dinner was merely for eatin 
conversation, and the guests sought 
their homes after it was over, the three hour 
dinner would be none too long, but in these 
days the evening is society's priticipal op- 
portunity, and inetead of having only one 
thing to do-it more frequently has two or 
a. kraut it cannot give the best part 


of it to 
the dinner, so that it may get to the theater 
and the opera earlier than it used to. The 
tendency is toward a later dinner hour, which. 
should shorten dinners. Some people also 
are eating less than they used to, otheſt 
are eating less at one time and eating more 
frequently. 

Senator Hale contends that to sit in a 
straight back chair from 8 to 12 o’clock is 


“a touch of barbarivm not necessary in this | 


day of five service and culinary arrange- 
ments and that eight courses may be 
served by the average butler in an hour 
without the slightest show of haste.” In 
the latest style of dinners the hors d’ceuvres, 
timbales, patés, entrées, etc., are all thrown 
out, except where the dinner is given for 
the dinner’s sake, as in the old times when 
its guccess was measured by the quantity 
eaten and drank. The Philadelphia Tele- 
graph gives several menus prepared for one 
hour dinners, at which there were the num- 
ber of courses prescribed by Senator Hale— 
namely: oysters, soup, entrée, roast, game, 
a vegetable, salad, and aw ice, while some- 
times the roast is omitted. To 
There is no doubt that, asa rule, we eat 
too much and eat too long at a time. Life 
is becoming too strenuous and too com- 
plex for the old fashioned dinner. Perhaps 
when the short dinner is firmly established 
it would be well for society leaders to at- 
tempt the reform of earlier parties by young 
, people instead of the present absurd prac- 
tice of going an hour or two before midnight 
and returning home at daybreak—a prac- 
tice which, if long kept up, will make dinner 
of any duration a thing to be dreaded by 


these same voung people when they have 


come to the proper dining age. 


“PURSUING THE PACKERS. 

The speelal commissioner of the Missouri 
Supreme court reports that the Chicago 
packers who have large plants at St. Louis, 
Kansas City, and St. Joseph have been vio- 
lating the anti- trust la ws of the state. He 
reports that the testimony shows that the 
packers combined to control and maintain 
the prices of dressed beef and fresh pork. 
Some time this month the Supreme court 
will decide whether the testimony sustains 
the demand of the attorney general of the 
state that the charters of the packing com- 
panies be forfeited and they be forbidden 
to do business in Missouri, where they are 
doing so much business at this tine. 

There is no mora! doubt that the packers 


have violated the anti-trust laws of Mis- | 


souri. It is quite possible that the state 
Supreme court will hold that there is no 


legal doubt of it and will decide against 


them. The anti-trust laws of Missouri rec- 
ognize no favored classes. They cannot be 
attacked on the ground of inequality and 
partiality as those of some states have been. 
Nevertheless it may be taken for granted 
that the packers will a to the Supreme 
court of the United Sates if they are or- 
dered to cease doing business in Missouri. 
Even if that court also should give an un- 
friendly decision, doubtless the packers will 
have sufficient ingenuity to keep their plants 
running. They cannot afford to leave Mis- 

It ‘is annoying for the packers that the 
special commissioner of the Missouri Su- 
preme court should be sayjng unpleasant 
things about them at this time. They have 
been receiving the attentions of a United 
States court. They have been enjoined from 
doing anywhere the things the testimony 


shows, they have been doing in Missouri. 


The packers are getting more publicity than 
they. care for. If they are induced thereby 
te abandon unlawful methods of doing busi-

THE PHILIPPINE SITUATION. 

All is not well in the Philippines and 
Gov. Taft sags so frankly. Organized op- 
position to the authority of the government 
is at an end, but in some provinces where 
industrial conditions are bad the bandit 
has taken the place of the insurgent. 
“When want and famine are staring peo- 
ple in the face,” says Gov. Taft, “ the life 
of the freebooter forms to the desperate 
aud the weak very great attraction.” That 
is a general proposition the truth of which 
has been exemplified in many countries in 
Europe as well as in Asia. The Filipinos 
take to ladronism easily because it has long 
been the custom of the country. 

In the provinces where manila hemp is 
the chief crop the people are doing well, 
are hard at work, and there is no brigandage. 
In other provinces industry has been pros- 
trated by the pest which killed most of the 


draft animals. “It may be,” says Gov. | 


Taft, “that as the conditions grow worse 
—for they are likely to do so—it will be 
necessary in a province like Cavite, where 
ladronism seems inbred in the people, to pro- 
claim martial law and even to call in the mili- 
tary finally to suppress it, but it is still hoped 
this maybe avoided.” 

This is not agreeable reading, but one must 
have patience, mindful of the fact that 
where agriculture is not depressed the Fili- 
pinos are making notable and encouraging 
progress. When conditions improve in other 
provinces, as they will in time, men will find 
it easier to earn a living as farmers than as 
bandits. | 

In the meanwhile, it is desirable to give 
the Philippine government a free hand. It 
understands the situation better than any 
body of men at Washington car understand 
it, and it will be unwise to hamper that 
government when it is laboring faithfully 
and intelligently for the good of the Filipi- 
nos. The commission asks for the estab- 


| lishment of the gold standard in the islands 


and for a reduction of at least 75 per cent 
in the duties on Philippine proditcts. With 
these requests congress seems to be inclined 
to comply. The commission makes other re- 
quests, one of which is that it be empowered 
to admit a limited number of Chinese skilled | 
laborers, who shall not remain in the coun- 
try more than five years. Prof. Jenks and 
others who have studied the question closely 
agree that Chinese labor is needed in the 
Philippines and that the Filipinos will not be 
injured by its limited admission. Congress- 
men have argued that because Chinese ought 
to be excluded from the United States, 
therefore they should be excluded from the 
Philippines. The commission is of a differ- 
ent opinion, and its judgment is more likely 
to be correct than that of men who are not 
familiar with conditions in the islands. 

The Philippine government has béen set 
a hard task. For several reasons Americans 
are anxious to see it succeed in its labors. 
One prime condition of success is that that 
government shall be trusted by congress 
and that it shall be taken for granted it un- 
derstands its business. 3 


THE CRIME WAVE. 
The statistics printed in the Speaker of 
London by the Rt. Hon. G. Shaw Lefevre 
as to the increase of drunkenness, pauper- 


ism, and crime in Great Britain are remark- | 


able. The number of paupers in England 
and Wales in 1901 was 18,800 greater than 
in 1900, and during the eleven months of 
1902, ending with November, this increase 
was swelled 13,000 more, the increase being 


eating. Society is also shortening tip greatest in London, where the workhouses 


are overcrowded. 

In the matter of crime the increase of 
persons sentenced to penal servitude in 1901 
was 198, and of persons sentenced to or- 
dinary imprisonment, 17,163: Though 
greater in London than elsewhere, the in- 
crease of crime was general throughout 
England. As to drunkenness, the convic- 
tions of persons for the thtee years, 1893-95, 


were) 150,000; for 1896-98, 169,000; for the 


last three years, 180,000. In London the 
number during the same period increased | 
from an average of 27,000 a year to 41.000. 
As to vagrancy the reports show tha* e 
average number of vagrants relieved 4afty 
in thé workhouses increased last year by 20 
per cent, and as compared with ten years 
ago by 100 per cent. In the meantime de- 
posits in the savings banks are falling off 
fast. | 

In seeking for the causes of the increase 
of crime and its consequences, Mr. Lefevre 


vaguely attributes it to hard times, high 


taxes consequent upon the Boer war, and 
the increased cost of the necessities of life. 
But has he found the right cause? The year 


which has just closed was not one of hard 


times or of high taxes in this country, and if 
the necessities of life have risen in value 
there has been an increase of wages. Yet 
crime of all kinds, while not increasing at 
such a rate here as in England, has increased 
greatly during the year. Vagraney may 
not have increased, and the most reliable 
authorities are of opinion that drunkenness 
is decreasing. Murders and suicides, how- 
ever, have largely increased. Evidently 
other than industria! and politico-economical 
causes must be sought for in this country. 
Has Dr. McDonald, the specialist to the 
United States bureau of education, hit upon 
the right cause when he says that the rapid 
development of society, with its strain upon 
the nervous system, is the cause of crime, 
suicide, and insanity, and that “in periods 
of rush and strain the weaknesses of hunian 
nature become more apparent?” There is 
food for thought for the social philosophers 
in the doctor’s statement that when the 
nerves are unstrung by overpressure the will 
may become weak, depression and pessim- 
ism set in, and loss of self-control follow with 
its consequent abnormal! actions leading on 
to erime and other socialevils.” 


ARE SIX NEW JUDGES NEEDED! 

The: last general assentbly gave this coun- 
ty six additional judgeships, but the Su- 
preme court took them away. This genetal 
assembly will be asked to do what its prede- 
cessor. did in a manner which will be accept- 
able to the Supreme court. The. legislature 
will be likely to comply with the request. It 
has always been willing to give this county 
all the judges it asked for. 

It is questionable whether as many as six 
new judges are needed. During the last few 
years there has been a decrease in the num- 
ber of new suits. This is due partly to the 
national bankruptcy law. It may be due to 
other causes. In England and in many parts 
of this country there is a manifest decrease in 
litigation because people are not so litigious 
as they were. More disputes are settled out 


of court than formerly. 


The Chicago courts are still behind in their 
work, but the judges appear to be gradually 
catching up. If there be no increase in the 
volume of new business the judges ought to 
catch up in a few years, so that every case 
may be tried promptly. The president of 
the county board has called attention to the 


failure to dispose quickly of criminal cases. 


If there were more judges such cases could 
be disposed of expeditiously. The general 


assembly is to be asked to submit to the yot- 


| 


— 


They will lessen considerably the work of the 
criminal courts. There will be no complaint 
then of men bein kept in jail for an unrea- 
soneblelengthoftime. 

There is reason to hope that within a com- 
paratively short time the present judicial 
force will be able without working overtime 
to dispose of civil and criminal cases with- 
out delay. If so, the creation of so large a 
nuurber of new judgeships will be inexpedi- 
ent. If there were to be more judges than 
there was work for the number would not be 


decreased and the taxpayers would ha ve to | 


support unnécessary officials indefinitely. 
‘Admitting that justice to suitors who are 
now awaiting a hearing of their cases de- 
mands some jincrease in the number of 
judges, is it expedient to have six more, and 
thus add $125,000 yearly to the expenses 
of the county? „„ 


NEVER MIND THE PAPERS. 

German papers are making unkind re- 
marks about the Monroe doctrine. They say 
it does not belong to international law but 
to “conjectural politics.“ They call it a 
“ rusty and hoarse trumpet into which the 
Yankee occasionally blows a few notes. 
They assert that Germany has not recog- 
nized the Monroe doctrine, and that no Euro- 
pean nation Will do 

It matters nothing what some excited 
German papers say on the subject so long 
as the attitude of the German government 
remains as correct as it has been since the 
Venezuelan question arose. That govern- 
ment has not said in so many words that it 
recognizes the Monroe doctrine, but its acts 
have been as ample a recognition of it as 
Americans could desire. If Venezuela had 
been a European, Asiatic, or African state 
the German government would not have ad- 
vised the American government of its inten- 
tion to collect money owing to its subjects. 
It would not have explained that it had no 
thought of territorial acquisition. It would 
have taken the American government into 
its confidence about nothing and would have 
sent its ships to the scene of action. 

Germany has admitted that the United 
States is entitled to claim a special interest 
in the affairs of the sovereign states of South 
America. That admission outweighs the 
vehement assértions of German papers that

Turkish sultan—for even the monarch 
denounced by Gladstone as the 
Great Assassin has some redeeming 
_points—is his fondness for children. 
I have related in these letters how he has 


A the redeeming. points of the 


conferred the order ot the Chefkat upon, 


the little daughters of the British ambas- 
sador, Sir Nicholas O’Conor, and of United 
States Minister Leishman. But there are 
many other ways in which he gives evidence 
of this peculiar phase of his oddly consti- 
tuted character. Thus it takes ‘the form 
of an invincible repugnance to see children 
take any part in theatrical performances 
ait night, and his prejudice in this respect 
is as strongly pronounced as that of ex- 
Commodore Gerry of New York, who for 
a quarter of a century past has been the 
terror of every theatrical manager who has 
oecasion to employ little boys or girls for the 
role of children in the dramas, operas, come- 
dies, etc., that he puts upon the stage. 

To such an extent does this notion carry 
the ‘sultan that alterations never contem- 
plated by playwrights and composers have 
to be made in the *produciions of the lyric 
and dramatic works performed in his the- 
ater at the Yildiz Kiosque by his private 
troupes, and at a recent performance of the 
opera Norma. to which he had invited 
several foreign diplomats, their gravity was 
sorely tried when, in the pathetic scene, 
where the two children rush in and kneel 
before Norma, who bends down and 
strokes their heads, the roles of the little 
ones was filled by two strapping, heavily 
mustachioed members of the imperial body- 
guard, booted, spurred, and coliffed with 
the fes or tarboosh. It was indescrib- 
ably funny for any one who had seen the 
opera performed previously elsewhere. But 
the sultan failed to see anything humorous 
about the situation and showed that be was 


much moved by the pathos of the scene. | 


The sultan's objection to children on the 
stage is,.according to his own account, at- 
tributable to the conviction that young peo- 
ple ought to be in bed at night time, and that 
the excitement of a theatrical performance 
and the glare of the 1 are calculated 

‘injure their nervous system. 
4 I may mention that the sultan 
maintains as part and parcel of his enormous 
household a fullfledged opera company for 
serious operas, a comic opera company, and 
a vaudeville or variety troupe. The favorite 
member of the latter is a Neapolitan of the 
name of Arthur Stravolo, who several times 
a year visits the various capitals of Europe, 
and has even been in the United States, for 
the purpose of securing new ideas and novel- 
ties, destined to dispel the fits of melan- 
cholia to which the ruler of the faithful is so 
ne. 
The members of these three companies, as 
well as those of the sultan's private or- 
chestra, are in the exclusive employ of his 
Ottoman majesty; and receive their hand- 


some salaries with a degree of regularity’ 


which no other servants of the Padishah can 
boast, but have to be ready at all times, and 


at a moment’s notice, to appear on the board 


before Abdul Hamid, who as a general rule 
constitutes the sole audience. He is some- 
what capricious, and occasionally in the mid- 
dle of one of the most important of the grand 
operas will suddenly give orders for the 
stage to be cleared at once, and for the 
variety troupe and for Arthur Stravolo, with 
his Fregoli like tricks, to take the place of 
those who were engaged in the interpreta- 
tion of say La Traviata.“

me from London concerning the last moments

These were administered 
to him by his old friend, the archbishop of 
York (a former officer of the army), the 
bishops of Winchester and of London, Mrs. 
Temple and her two sons, and the members 
of the household being present at the cele- 
bration, which took place in the arch- 
bishop’s bedroom, the dying prelate sitting 
in a chair near the fireplace. ' 

At the conclusion of the ceremony the arch- 
bishop raised himself up in his chair, thanked 
those present for having been with him on 
that occasion, gave his blessing, first to the 


archbishop of York, next to the other two 


bishops, and after taking farewell of them 
bade adieu to the members of his family. 
Within an hour afterwards he lapsed into 
unconsciousnéss, which continued without 
interruption until the moment of his death, 
which was entirely due to the sudden weak- 
‘ness of extreme old age, the collapse in one 
word of his physical powers. 
There is a new empress in the old world and 


she is a Woman of sufficient importance to 


cause the governments of Japan and of Great 
Britain to determine to dispatch special mis- 
sions to take part in the ceremonies in con- 
nection with her enthronement. The em- 
press in question is the consort of the ruler 
of Corea, which has sometimes been de- 
scribed as the hermit kingdom.” | 

It may be remembered that the former em- 


press of Corea, as remarkable in her way | 


as the dowager empress of China, was mur- 
dered in a palace insurrection, which forced 
the emperor to seek refuge at the Russian 
legation. The circumstances of her tragic 
end have never been entirely cleared up. But 
as she was a particularly wicked woman, a 
sort of oriental Messalina, a bitter foe to 
every kind of western civilization and prog- 
ress, it was considered just as well to make 
no attempt to lift the veil that enshrouded 
the tragedy, especially as her death was a 
good riddance of an exceedingly bad subject 
and a source of intense relief to all foreign- 
ers in Corea as well as to her husband. 

Not long afterwards it became known that 
the emperor had become entirely subject to 
the influence of one of the women of his 
seraglio, who has until now been known as 
“the Lady Emsy.“ He heaped every kind 
of honor upon her, and it is stated that he 
“privately espoused her,“ though this, in 
view of the peculiar circumstances of orienta! 
domestic life, must be regarded as a species 
of figure of speech. 

At any rate, he has now proclaimed her as 
empress and has announced that her en- 
thronement will take place at Seoul! shortly 
with great pomp and ceremony, on which oc- 
casion. the son whom she has borne him is to 
be . crown prince in lieu of II Tchok, 
who hag until now been regarded as heir ap- 
parent to the throne. , 

— 

The Empress Emsy is stated to be a woman 

of wonderful intelligence, shrewdness, and 


ambition, and to be just as favorably dis- 


posed towards foreigners and towards west- 


ern ideas of civilization and of progress as 


the murdered empress was the reverse, How 
much importance the foreign powers attach 
to the role which she is playing in Corea may 
de gathered from the fact that the mikado 
has already announced that he will send a 
prince of his family, probably Prince Ko- 
matsu, to represent him at the ceremonies 
in connection with her enthronement, while 
England has notified the court of Seoul that 
she will send a special embassy, headed by 
Sir Claude MacDonald, her minister plenipo- 
tentiary at Tokio. 

Perhaps President Roosevelt, in view of the 
extensive American interests in Corea, may 
deem it politic to have the United States rep- 
resented by a special embassy on the occa- 
sion. It will certainly do no harm to this 
country to get on the right side of that new 
factor in oriental politics, me Empress Emsy.

NEWS OF TH 
The Lily of Killarney. 

The Castle Square opera company is devot- 
ing the week to the presenting of a forty year 
old novelty. Two full score of years have 
come and gone since Sir Julius Benedict set 
to music a version of Dion Boucicault’s 
reigning dramatic success, Colleen Bawn,” 
and called it The Lily of Killarney.” | 

The romantic’ opera enjoyed for a time a 
fair measure of success, and then gradually 
dropped from the repertories of all the Eng- 
ligh companies, save the Carl Rosa and the 
Moody Manners, ‘which organizations occa- 
sionally. revived it for a few performances. 
Mr. Savage, in. looking about for works 
suited to his purpose, came upon the rarely 
given opera and decided it was worthy of a 
hearing. He produced it for a week here 
at the Studebaker during the Castle Square's 
season in 1900, but save for the performances 
then given The Lily of Killarney has not 
been heard in Chicago in more years than 
any of the present generation of amusement 
seekers can recall. 

The revival last evening attracted an audi- 
ence of good size and of unmistakable kindli- 
ness. toward Ireland and the Irish cause. 
Every sentiment, that had aught to do with 
loyalty toward the Emerald isle was ap- 
plauded to the echo. Mr. was mace 
the recipient of a huge lyre of ferns anda 
proportionately huge shamrock of foliage, 
both being decorated with streamers of green, 
and when he and the chorus united in sing- 
ing The Wearing of the Green ”’ patriotic 
enthusiasm was instantly aroused. 

It is well that the opera can arouse enthu- 

on the score of patriotic sentiments, 
for musically it is exceedingly old fashioned 
and, barring one or two pleasing melodies, 
decidedly dull. It is a work that belongs to 
an operatic day long past, and as that day 
was one of operatic artificiality there are no 
vital elements in either music or text to lend 
them enduring attractiveness. The interpo- 
lating of “ Killarney.“ The Wearing of the 
Green, and “‘The Kerry Dance” added 
something to the enjoyableness of the even- 
ing, and the company. gave of its best to make 
the performance a success. 

The lion share of the applause went to Mr. 
Sheehan, who as Myles not only sang ad- 
mirably but came more nearly to portraying 
a dramatic character than he has done be- 
fore since he appeared in Chicago. He was 
clearly in full sympathy with the role and 
gave it in really capital fashion. Mr. Goff 
was also excellent as Danny, singing the 
“Colleen Bawn’’ in the second act in a 
manner to merit the encore demanded by the 
audience. Miss Norwood made considerable 
of her one effective solo, I'm Alone.“ Mr. 
Carrier as Cregan was acceptable, save when 
high tones were required of. him—then fal- 
setto had to come to his aid. Miss Ivellsang 
Killarney with all her various voices and 
smiled winsomely while she did it. Miss 
Du Fre was acceptable as Mrs. Cregan and 
Mr. Boyle was a portly Father Tom.

Raoul Pugno, who yesterday afternoon 
gave a recital in Music hall under the aus- 
pices of the Amateur Musical club, did a 
goodly amount of piano playing that was 
enjoyable and interesting in more than usu- 
al degree.

The Moonlight sonata of Beethoven 
was read with more of deliberation in the 
first movement than is customary, but the 
allegretto was done with much delicacy and 
enjoyable sentiment, and the presto was 
given with ‘intensity and dramatic power. 
Ot the Schumann phantasie-stiicke, ‘‘ Des 
Abends was the most satisfactory, the 
tonal quality employed being of rare soft- 
ness and beauty, and the reading being char 
acterized by fine imagination and poetry. 
The Faschingsschwank was hurried unduly 
in nearly all of its divisions, the player’s 
technical facility seeming to get the better 
of his interpretative judgment. The inter- 
mezzo was the most acceptable, there being 
in it the passion and sweep it demands. Of 
Chopin, the F sharp nocturne and the A flat 
waltz, opus 87, were played. The nocturne 
was read with much—almost too much—sen- 
Ument, but there was tonal color, and a 
certain artistic sincerity to make the per- 
formance attractive and convincing. The 
waltz, however, was rhythmically impos- 
sible, being twisted and distorted beyond 
all reason. | ‘ 

Two original compositions pleased because 
of the marther in which they were played, 
and the same was true of the Grieg “ Pa- 
pillons and Au Printemps.“ Liszt's thir- 
teenth rhapsody completed the program, 
but, an additional number being demanded,

The Swabian Millionaire. 

Adolph Philipp and his company of Ger- 
man players returned to the Bush Temple 
of Music last evening for a fortnight stay 
and presented for the first time here a folk 
play, The Swabian Millionaire,”’ of which 
Mr. Philipp is the author. When an actor 
sets out to write his own plays it presuma- 
bly is because he feels he knows better than 
does any one else, just what kind of part is 
calculated to display his peculiar talents in 
the most brilliant and convincing fashign. 
At any rate this theory would serve to x- 
plain some of the amazing experiences Mr. 
Philipp has compelled his Swabian p nt 
Joergele to undergo in this latest dramatic 
creation he has brought to Chicago. 

Joergele, a cowherd in the Black Forget 
falls heir to $3,000,000 by the death of 
uncle, who years before had ‘ wandered 
out to America. It is necessary for the 
peasant to go to the United States in order to 
prove his claim. To insure his safe return to 
his home half the inhabitants of his native 
village accompany him on the trip. In New 
York the Swabian peasants excite as much 
astonishment as they themselves experience, 
and the scene in the drawing room of See- 


Forest, but now an American citizen, though 
utterly impossible, is nevertheless extremely 
Philipp's Joergele is much better than is his 
play. He manages to be funny without too 
frequent indulgence in buffoonery. Marie 
von Wegern, as Joergele's milkmaid sweet- 
heart, shares the honors with the star, and 
Dise Holm, as Toni, the faithful daughter 
of the wrongfully convicted Hias, wins ap- 
plause by the sincere, earnest manner in 
which she delivers the simple, touching lines 
of the part. All the peasant röles are well 
taken, but the Americans became uninten- 
tionally amusing because of their strongly 
Teutonic appearance and accent.

Admiration but deepens with repeated hear- 
ing of the Enoch Arden.“ The criticisms 
have been made that the musical accompani- 
ment supplied by Richard Strauss is not 
worthy of him as one of the most prominent 
composers of today, and that there is too 
little music for the length of the poem. The 
two faults have*not been voiced by the same 
person, of course, for the critic who found 
the music of inferior quality would scarcely 
be inclined to complain that there was too 
little of it. But bott points, it would seem, 
are unjustly taken. That the piano music 
Strauss has written is not so intricate and 
so full of significance as is that which is 
found in his orchestral tone poems is unde- 
niable. 

ing it so? He has written in a style be- 
fitting the simplicity and the straightfor- 
wardness of the Tennyson poem, and by so 
doing has but again demonstrated his right 
to the title of artist. 

Just wherein the music that he has supplied 
is of inferior worth is not easily discover- 
able. The three motives he has invented for 
the three principals in the 
characteristic and have the merit of being 
apt, clear cut, and capable of effective em- 
ployment. The four tones of the Enoch mo- 
tive are well descriptive of the rough 
saijor’s lad; there is a caress in the motive 
given to Annie that speaks of the tenderness, 
sweetness, and helplessness that were promi- 
nent in her character, and the mildness and 
the love nature of Philip are certainly well 

ted by the phrase typifying him. And 
in the handling of these motives Strauss has 
displayed skill and a fine appreciation of the 
dramatic and emotional contents of the 


The various ways in which the Enoch 
motive, for example, is presented show ad- 
mirable understanding on the part of the 
composer—the vigor and hopefulness when 
Enoch is happy. and prospering, the haziness 
when reference is e to his seeming to 
his children like figure seen at dawn down 
at the end of the avenue, and the per- 
sistency with which the motive is reiterated 
when Enoch’s loneliness amid the tropical, 
sunny splendors of the island is pictured. 
The combining of the three motives wien 
Philip’s. wooing of Annie and her premoni- 
tions that Enoch still lives are described, 
musical picturing of Annie’s dfeam— 
these are but a few of the many skillful 
touches that reveal the care and thought 
Strauss devoted to the preparation of the 
mugic for this melodrama. 

Ags for the claim that there is too little 
music, it must not be forgotten that the in- 
tention is not to create a musical work, but 
to employ music merely to enhance the dra- 
matic power of certain scenes in the poem. 
The melodrama is first and foremost a recl- 
tation, and the music must of necessity be 
secondary. Strauss has selected the mo- 
ments best suited for musical accompani- 
ment, and it seems he has selected with rare 
diserimination and understanding. By using 
but sparingly of the tonal art, he has en- 
hanced and intensified its effectiveness in the 
scenes where it is employed. . 


As for Mr. Heinrich’s delivery of the Tenny- 
son poem, it is nothing less than masterly. 
Since first heard he has worked himself 
into the spirit of the work, has made its 
every meaning and emotion his own, and is 
able now to reveal its full dramatic power 
to his listeners. He accomplishes his task 
with delightful freedom from all elocutionary 
affectations and posings, and the sincerity 
and simplicity of the methods employed but 
add to the artistic beauty and the effective- 
ness of his performance. 

Miss Scheib played the Strauss music, and 


with fine appreciation of its import and aq 


nicéty in shading and coloring that speak’ 
in high terms of her artistic intelligence and 
powers. 

Mr. Hamlin was heard only in the group 
of Strauss leider with which the concert 
closed. The task of singing after the recital 
of the melodrama is an ungrateful one, for 
the hearer is still under the spell of the 
poem, and song seems something of an anti- 
climax, but Mr. Hamlin devoted his best 
gifts to the task in hand and was rewarded 
with generous approval by his auditors.

Dr. Adamson’s Biography of the Late 
Joseph Parker. | | 

In what does the power of a great, popular 
preacher lie? That is a question which is 
dealt with at no little length in The Life of 
the Rev. Dr. Parker, by Dr. William Adam- 
son. His strong personality goes for much 
says Dr. Adamson of the lamented preacher 
of the City temple of London, for it is at 
once marked and magnetic. His voice, too, ts 
wonderful in its fiber and compass, and goes 
to the making of a successful speaker. Its 
tones are rich and varied, sometimes like 
thunder, and anon as gentle and pathetic as 
a mother’s pleading. Dr. Morell Mackenzie, 
on hearing him, said when he reached his 
highest note that it was impossible to de- 
scend from that pitch in a graceful manner. 
He was more than astonished when the next, 


i.sentence falsified his prediction. Dr. Park- 


er’s delivery is arresting, free from monotony 
in thought or utterance. Sometimes his 
hearers are startled by a piercing or puz- 
zling question or delighted with an epigram 
uttered with irresistible charm. ... He 
is not a poetic preacher in the accurate sense 
of the term, though his imagination is power 
ful, and his ideas of an elevated and elevating 
kind. There.is more of the intuitional and 
mystical than the poetic in his sermons, and 
he presents his conceptions rather in the set- 
ting of the imagination than in the frame- 
work of the logical faculty. Latterly he 
has, perhaps to his loss, given up the theo- 
logical conceptions, and makes known the 
Christian verities in solution more than in 
doctrinal form. There runs through the 
whole of his preaching a firm faith in the in- 
spiration and authority of the bible, the ter- 
rible nature and turpitude of sin, the love of 
God to our fallen race, the necessity of the 
spirit’s work in the regeneration of the soul, 
the supreme divinity of Jesus Christ, the 
nature of his atonement, and the necessity, 
on the part of the sinner, of faith in Christ 
for salvation and a righteous life.“ 

Thus is characterized this popular, domi- 
nant, egotistical, inspirational man, who in 
England and in America stood at the head 
and front of Evangelical preachers. Mr. 

ladstone gave him profound admiration; 

Scary Ward Beecher was his close friend; 
Mr. Spurgeon considered him his peer, and 
countless thousands of men and women have 
been led to spiritual heights by him. He re- 
mained, through all his active and influen- 
tial days, a student of men as well as of 
books, the friend of little children and hum- 
ble men as well as of the great, a prodigious 
worker, a man of just dealing and of ster- 
ling ambitions. In addition to his spoken 
word he wrote several books, those on re- 
ligious subjects being written with gravity 
and earnestness, those of a fictional nature 
being jeux d’esprits of a not very high liter- 
ary quality. His fame rests on his achieve- 
ments as a preacher—achievements which 
have not, in point of the numbers who have 
listened to him, been exceeded by any man 
in the world. | 

This memoir is rather heavily written. 
The anecdotes are set forth In that pecu- 
liarly depressing fashion which one asso- 
ciates with pulpit story telling, and every- 
thing in the book is colored with the clerical 
point of view. This does not, one is free 
to say, add fo its chatm. There is neither 
distinction of phrase nor originality of treat-
